WE SHOULD 
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Flogging a Dead Horse 


In recent months I've 
been questioned a number of 
times on Dark Horse's stand with 
regard to several incidents 
involving questions of First 
Amendment rights. These 
incidents concern the seizure and 
censorship of printed material. 
I've answered these questions in 
print in response to queries from 
other publishers, and I've sent 
out private letters to individuals 
who've written me asking some 
of the same questions. I've also 
answered them at numerous 
conventions throughout the past 
year, including a spirited 
statement with Frank Miller 
during the Dark Horse panel at 
the San Diego Comic Con last 

- July. It seems that the time has 
come to use this forum to restate 
that position for the growing body 
of Dark Horse readers. 


Dark Horse Comics publishes a 

- wide variety of material for a wide 
range of ages and tastes. Comic 
book creators and publishers 
share with other communi- 
cators—be they book publishers, 
motion picture and television 
producers, political candidates, or 
concerned parents—the Con- 
Stitutionally guaranteed freedom 
to speak, write, and publish what 
we choose. In the marketplace of 
ideas, illustrated materials such 
as comic books enjoy the same 
rights as other media and cannot 
lawfully be put under any different 
scrutiny. 


In the words of Justice William O. 
Douglas, “It is one thing for 
parents ... to be actively involved. 
It is quite a different matter for 
the state to become implicated as 
a censor." It is dangerous to set 
up police or state officials as the 
judges of what other people, 
young or old, should read. The 
First Amendment was designed to 
_keep the hands of the government 
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and of state officials off the 
printing presses of America and off 
the distribution systems for 
printed literature. 


The United States Constitution 
protects free speech by protecting 
works that have serious literary or 
artistic value, regardless of 
whether the government or even a 
majority of the people approve of 
the ideas the works represent. 
Dark Horse Comics publishes such 
works, and people everywhere 
should be concerned when a police 
department anywhere in the United 
States makes wholesale seizures 
of books from the shelves of a 
bookseller. 


Dark Horse Comics deplores the 
violation of any U.S. citizen's 
Constitutional rights, whether they 
be a retailer, distributor, or 
individual, and Dark Horse will 
pursue the appropriate avenues, 
including the support of the 
activities of the Comic Book Legal 
Defense Fund, in order to ensure 
those guaranteed rights. 
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
